ADVANCED 

| The following communication from 
a Los Angeles real estate owner is 
interesting to owners of realty and 
holders of those securities: 

“With peace practically assured 
realty should promptly react to at 
\least the prices paid in 1914. While 
jabout all else doubled in price real 
estate actually declined over 50 per 
|cent, due to money stringency, build- 
|ing restrictions and issuance of many 
government loans, 

“Recently Prof. Irving Fisher of 
Yale made careful calculations of the 
relative purchasing power of a dollar 
in 1914 compared with 1918 and 
found that, due to inflation, what one 
ollar bought in 1914 now requires 
$2.03. 

“Therefore had realty kept step 
with the general advance then prop- 
erty salable in 1914 at $100,000 
should now fetch $203,000. But ac- 
tually it probably could not be sold 
at much over $50,000. 

“This condition is so abnormal that 
it cannot last and a rapid recovery 










.|to the prices current in 1914 is prob- 


able, but even then it will still be 
disproportionately chéap in compari- 
son with all else that has doubled 
in value. And unless theer is a. gen- 
eral decline from prices prevailing 
in 1914, which is very unlikely, real 
estate should go far beyond the 
prices of 1914. 

“Dwellings are scarce, rents high 
and the outlook favorable to a great 
advance. This will attract attention 
to realty as a very inviting fleld for 
profitable investment promising large 
returns. 

“Real estate, as its name indicates, 
is the only real property’ safe from 
the many vicissitudes that all per- 
sonal property is liable to, and at 
last construction of buildings is per- 
mitted again.”
